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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Status of the Claims 

1 . Applicant's election of Species I made without traverse in the reply filed 
02/04/2008, has been acknowledged. Upon further consideration, and in light of the 
amendments, claims 1-4, 25-45 and 47-54 have been rejoined. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4, 25-45 and 47-54 are allowable over the prior art, since, as was set forth in 

02/25/2004 and 1 1/16/2004 Office Actions, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest a 

biological sample processing system, comprising a sample processing device; 

a biological sample carrier having a surface; a transfer film on the surface of the carrier; 

the carrier being adapted to mate with the device to form a chamber defined 

by the carrier such that at least a portion of the transfer film is included in the chamber; 

the carrier being adapted to position a biological sample within the chamber upon 

mating the carrier to the sample processing device, the sample processing device 

further including a dilution chamber or a pump. The prior art of record also fails to teach 

or suggest such a device as a laminated assembly.
